Senate Bill 150, commonly known as the “Parental Rights Bill", was passed by legislators, 
vetoed by the governor, and overridden by the Senate and House on 3/29/23. This bill 
requires parental consent for: 

e Mental health counseling related to human sexuality; 

« Gathering certain survey information from students for research purposes; 


e Instruction through curriculum or programs on human sexuality or sexually 
transmitted diseases (grades 6 or above). 


The bill also states, “Any child, regardless of grade level, enrolled in the district does not 
receive any instruction or presentation that has a goal or purpose of students studying or 
exploring gender identity, gender expression, or sexual orientation.” 


In response to guidance provided by the Kentucky Department of Education, we reviewed 
current courses, programming, instructional resources and learning experiences to ensure 
compliance with the law (SB 150) including, but not limited to, health education curriculum, 
Advanced Placement coursework, dual credit courses and extracurricular activities. This 
was accomplished through a collaborative effort that included all school library media 
specialists, legal council, and our district leadership team. Our school library books and 
programs are considered instructional resources, and are made available to support the 
grade-level standards being taught. School libraries are instructional support entities within 
our school. As such, school libraries operate differently than a public library system. 


As you may find in your research, this bill could continue to evolve. As a state public 


school, we are obligated to implement the law and we will respond if there are changes to 
the legislation.

The ultimate overall question is: Can library media programs make available for check-out books that pertain to topics listed in SB 
150? If so, can they be part of displays or promotions in the library? 


Here is the exact wording from SB 150: A policy to respect parental rights by ensuring that: 1. Children in grade five (5) and below do not 
receive any instruction through curriculum or programs on human sexuality or sexually transmitted diseases; 2. Any child, regardless 
of grade level, enrolled in the district does not receive any instruction or presentation that has a goal or purpose of students studying 
or exploring gender identity, gender expression, or sexual orientation; and A policy to notify a parent in advance and obtain the 
parent's written consent before the parent's child in grade six (6) or above receives any instruction through curriculum or 
programs on human sexuality or sexually transmitted diseases authorized in this section. Any course, curriculum, or program 
offered by a public school on the subject of human sexuality provided by school personnel or by third parties authorized by the 
school shall: (a) Provide an alternative course, curriculum, or program without any penalty to the student's grade or standing for students 
whose parents have not provided written consent as required in subsection (1)(e) of this section;(b) Be subject to an inspection by parents 
of participating students that allows parents to review the following materials: 1. Curriculum; 2. Instructional materials; 3. Lesson plans; 
4. Assessments or tests; 5. Surveys or questionnaires; 6. Assignments; and 7. Instructional activities; (c) Be developmentally 


appropriate; and (d) Be limited to a curriculum that has been subject to the reasonable review and response by stakeholders in conformity 
with this subsection and KRS 9 160.345(2). 


"A public school offering any course, curriculum, or program on human sexuality shall provide written notification to the parents of a student 
at least two (2) weeks prior to the student's planned participation in the course, curriculum or program." - This is from KDE guidance 


So, with all of the above information: 


Is the library collection considered a "program"? 
Is the scholastic book fair considered a "program"? 


I'm sorry to pose these questions, but they've been posed to me, and | wanted to get the KDE Library leads guidance. | don't want 
to put our Library Media Specialists and their programs in a position to be breaking laws. Still, | want them to be able to make 
available reading materials that are age-appropriate on all topics if the law permits. The library collection is not a curriculum or a 
presented program, in my opinion. It is based on a choice for check-out. The library instruction they provide within the library 
lesson would be considered a curriculum or presented program, but the collection itself, | would think, is not. | don't want to be 
the "say so" on this, though, because | would never want to put our libraries or district in a position of law-breaking or litigation. 


I've included our Chief Academic Officer, as he will be working through this with me for libraries, instructional resources, and our 
curriculum.
